Murphysboro (Illinois), West Frank- 
fort, de Soto and Parrish; all situated in 
a rich coalfield, appear to have suffered 
the heaviest loss of life and the biggest 
material damage. With the stricken 
towns almost completely isolated, details 
are still lacking, but the impression grows 
that the fatalities will exceed one 
thousand. 


In a number of places early estimates 


would seem to have been too low. Rescue 
work has been greatly hampered by the 
fire which attacked the ruins left by the 
tornado. 

Large numbers of the injured are 
believed to have been cremated. Murphys- 
bero’ is still burning in many places, and 
the main business section was almost 
wiped out. Various buildings have been 
blown up by dynamite to check the pro- 
gress of the flames. 

President Coolidge has notified the 
Governor of Illinois that he has sug- 
gested to Mr. Payne, Chairman of the 
Red Cross, that all the resources of that 
organisation be put in operation on behalf 
of the sufferers. — 

The Illinois Legislature has voted an 
appropriation of 500,000 dollars for the 
relief of the victims. 

The hospitals in the devastated region 
are overcrowded, and the surgeons are 
being obliged to perform operations with- 
out anesthetics, as stocks have given out.

SPRINGFIELD (ILLINOIS),

Southern ‘Illinois to-day presented a vast 
tableau of death and destruction, as the 
horror-stricken inhabitants awaited more 
definite reports of the toll taken by yester- 
day's tornado, which swept with devastat- 
ing effect across the Central and Southern 
parts of the State. : 

It is now hoped that the death-roll will 
not exceed a thousand, while the injured 
are estimated at 2,500, and those deprived 
of their homes at, 100,000. 

The tornado, which lasted scarcely more 


than five minutes, occurred at the worst) s sitting in the 


possible time of the day—namely, in the 
mid-afternoon, when the schools were 
packed ‘with children, and shops and fac- 
tories crowded with employés. The build- 
ings were razed to the ground like pan- 
cakes by the rushing wind, and buried 
beneath their burning ruins were scores 
of unfortunate victims. 

A graphic story is told by Max Burton. 
a telegraph operator, who ran to a school 
immediately after the disaster. When he 
arrived he found rescue workers piling up 
the dead bodies of little children on mat- 
tresses and blankets in a playground out- 
side the building. 

There seemed no one there to claim the 
bodies, most of the parents having pro- 
bably been taken themselves to hospitals 
in ambulances and special trains. 

„A few yards behind the school-house, 
in a field near the city limits, I saw the 
bodies of two little babies, about six or 
eight months old, whose clothes had been 
completely torn off.

“We find no evidence to show that the 
economic and living conditions in Clydebank 
are worse than those of the other centres in- 
vestigatedl. With these words, Mr. Cunni- 
son, lecturer in Social Economics in Glasgow 
‘University, concluded a report to the Rents 

ommission in Glasgow yesterday, on in- 
vestigations carried out by him in Clydebank 
at the request of the committee. With about 
twenty-five voluntary assistants he carried 
out investigations in Clydebank, Port Glas- 
gow, and Anderston, Glasgow. 
Altogether, 308 houses in Clydebank were 
visited, but the investigators did not get 
complete information from all these houses. 
Inquiry showed that in three areas the stan- 
dard of the family income was low.
